ALABAMA HAS DECIDED ACAINST 
A CONSTITUTIONAL CONVENTION 


Ihe Stale Senate Adopts the Bill Repealing the One Providing 
for that State Assemblage 


JOHNSTON AD EASY VICTORY 


Both Branches of General Assembly 
Sustain the Chief Executive, 


ONLY SIGHATURES ARE NOW NEEDEB 


Anti-Repeal Crowd Made a Long and 
Despe-ate Fight, but Was Un- 
able To Turn the Current 
Against the Conven- 


tion. 


Montgomery, Ala., May 8.—(Special.)—The 
bill repealing the act which provided for 
the holding of a constitutional convention 
in this state, after having passed the house 
last week, passed the senate this evening 
by a vote of 19 to 12, every member of the 
senate being in his seat and voting. 

All that now remains is for the 
presiding officers of the two hotses 
and the governor to sign an enrolled 
copy of the bill, which they will do 
tomorrow, whereupon the constitution- 
al eccnvention act will be only a legis- 
lative memory. 

For several days it has been a foregone 
conclusion that the repeal bill would be- 
come a law. but the opposition to it has 
been so determined and so aggressive that 
the tension of popular anxiety did not relax 
unt!] the vote was taken tonight. The ac- 
tual vote on the passage of the bill was 18 
to 13, but one senator changed his vote 
from no to aye in order to move a recon- 
sideration on tomorrow. 

The anti-repeal majority of the demo- 
cratic state executive committee met here 
today in obedience to the call of Chairman 
Lowe and made one final effort to defeat 
the repeal by proposing the following to the 
advocates of repeal: 


‘! That the democratic state executive 
committee submit to the qualified white 


'. Woters of the state the question of conven- 


tion or no convention, to be voted in a 
Primary held by said committee, the ma- 
jority vote in said primary to determine 
tte vote of the white voters in the regular 
election in July. 

“9 That the sald comunittee shall invite 
all white voters to participate in said pri- 
mary who will agree to abide the result of 
the primary. 

“8 That said committee shall vrovide 
Tepresentation at the ballot box for sup- 
Porters and opponents of the constitutional 
convention.” 


Severa] objections to this proposition were 
found. If the white people voted against 
the convention in the primaries as the re- 
pealists insisted they would another special 
session of the legislature would be neces- 
sary to repeal the act on the statute books 
providing for the holding of the July elec- 
tion 

The senate was in continuous’ session 
ffom noon until after 6 o’clock. More than 
nalf of the senators spoke, several of the 
speeches being «@ceedingly able ones. 

The result is a great winning for Gover- 
nor Johnston.

DEWEY WIL COME 
HOME ON OLYMPIA 


Watson Has Been Ordered to 
Manila To Relieve Him, 


NO DATE FOR RETURN YET 


As Member of Philippine Commission 
He Has Work To Oo, 


WILL GO DIRECT 0 WASHINGTON 


The Hero of Manila Will Make the. 


Voyage on His Flagship and 
Will Drop Anchor at New 
Yorsx Instead of San 
Francisco. 


Washington, May 8—The navy depart- 
ment has selected a successor to Admiral 
Dewey to command the Asiatic station. Or- 
ders were issued today detaching Rear Ad- 
miral Watson from command of the Mare 
island navy yard and ordering him to re- 
port to Admiral Dewey at Manila to re- 
lieve that officer when he feels that he 
can be spared there. 

Rear Admiral Kempf, at present on wait- 
ing orders, has been instructed to succeed 
Admiral Watson in command of the Mare 
island navy yard. 

It was stated at the navy department to- 
day that Admiral Dewey will come from 
Manila direct to New York when he returns 
to the United States. However, it is added 
the admiral will not start until the com- 
mission of which he is a member has com- 
pleted the work it has undertaken, at least 
so far as it relates to the restoration of 
peace to the islands: 

“The reason for bringing the flagship 
Olympia to New York instead of having 
her come to San Francisco, where she was 
built, is said to be primarily because Ad- 
miral Dewey desires to make the passage 
on his own flagship, but also for the rea- 
son that the Mare fsland yard threatens to 
be overwhelmed with repair work as soon 
as the numerous vessels of Dewey's fleet 
begin to return to the United States. 

The Olympia is in need of overhauling, 
being away from her home station longer 
than any of the vessels in the Asiatic fleet 
and has suffered more than usual hard- 
ship during her absence, 


A GREAT BANQUET TO DEWEY. 


New York Citizens Arranging a Recep- 
tion to the Admiral. 

New York, May 8&—Admiral Dewey has 
cabled to this city his acceptance of an in- 
vitation to a banquet to be given in his 
honor by 100 prominent citizens. 

Admiral Dewey’ will return via the Suez 
canal and will come to New York. While 
the exact date of his departure must depend 
in a large measure on the conclusion of 
terms of peace with the insurgents, it is 
expected by the Washington authorities 
that the hero of Manila may leave the Phii- 
ippines within a week or two. 

Thirty-seven cities have already announc- 
ed their intention to subscribe $100 for a 
banquet in honor of the great captain, and 
there is no doubt that by tomorrow the 
list will be filled by the other sixty-three 
necessary to make the 100 men and the 
$10,000 planned for. 

When Admiral Dewey does arrive, which, 
it is believed, will not be until late in Au- 
gust or early September, there will await 
him, in addition to tMe civil celebration, 
which will be most elaborate, a banquet, 
the most splendid ever prepared for an 
officer. : 

President McKinley and Secretary, of the 
Navy Loag will be invited to the banquet. 
Whether or not they will attend is another 
matter. If they consulted their private 
wishes, no doubt they would come here to 
honor the great sallor, but etiquette plays a

WAS PRINCE LOWENSTEIN A SPYP 


Eye Witness Says the German Was 
Shot by Americans. 

San Francisco, May 8.—C. 8S. Bradford, of 
this city, has just returned from the Philip- 
pines and gives an interesting account of 
the death of Prince Ludwig von Lowen- 
stein, who was «'lled during the battle of 
Caloocan on Sunday, March 26th. 

A party of civilians, among whom were 
Mr, Bradford and the prince, were observ- 
ing the progress of the battle ffom a stone 
bridge over the Malabon river, when an 
orderly appeared, warning the sightseers 
of the danger of their position. The order- 
ly then addressed himself te the prince per- 
sonally, saying: 


I am speaking to you particularly. You 
have already given us some trouble by 
hanging around the firing line and we 
will have no more of it.

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CHARGED BY JURY 


Christian Scientists Held Responsible 
for Mrs, Barguet’s Death. 


CORONER MAKES A VERDICT 


Liston Barquct and Mrs. Fowler Held 
Under $1,000 Bail. 


PARTIES WILL BE PUNISHED AT ONCE 


Jury Finds That Deceased’s Life Could 
Have Been Saved by Medical 
Treatment. 


New York, May 8.—Ccroner Banning and 
a jury this afternoon and evening held an 
inquest at Mt. Vernon into the death of 
Mrs. Charlotte M. Barguet, who died on 
Wednesday last of dropsy, and whose life, 
it was claimed, might have been saved 
if she had been given medical attendance.

Editor Constitution—In answer to Captain 
West’s statement in The Constitution of 
May 8th, I have only to say that as In- 
trenchment creek is near the corner of part 
of the land included in the Dickey site and 
as more than half the sewerage of Atlanta 
empties into this creek, I thought the odors 
there would be pretty strong, as the city is 
now defending some suits from property 
owners on this very account. 

As Nancy’s creek will furnish all the wa- 
ter necessary for the government's purpose, 
it will not be necessary for it to use the 
city’s water at all; but should it wish to 
do so, it would have to lay all the main 
at its own expense and the city would only 
have to pump the water a fraction over 
three miles as against sjx to-the Dickey 
site, as this is the relative position of the 
two properties to station No, 2. 

The government would make a very ac- 
ceptable neighbor to the city at its water- 
works plant, as it would have the game in- 
terest in keeping its water pure that the 
city has, and the city might be able to make 
arrangements to use the government's 
reservoir when the river was high and mud- 
dy, as it was last spring for so long. 

There is no incorporated town between 
Atlanta and my site and Marietta is more 
than thirteen miles away from it. 

My site is accessible from all the railroads 
and has a railroaqd track running into it 
now and an electric line within threc-quar- 
ters of a mile, 

My site will cost the city less than half 
what either of the others will.

Washington State Student Proves 
Quick and Fast on His Feet. 


ERWIN PROVES A TWO TIME WINNER 


All of the Events Are Warmly Con- 
tested and Large Crowd Goes 
Away Well Pleased. 


Oxford, Ga., May &.—(Special.)\—The an- 
nual field day exercises of. Emory college 
took place on the college campus this af- 
ternoon in the presence of a large and 


enthusiastic crowd. The hard training cf 
the athletes resulted in making this cne 
of the most successful meets ever held 


at Emory. Besides the college boys, thefr 
friends and the citizens of Oxford a great 
many visitors Came down to witness the 
event. 

The 100-yard dash and 220-yard dash were 
magnificent exhibitions of speed and were 


by far the most exciting events of the 
meet. They were both won by Warren Er- 
win, of Yikimo, Wash., in record-breaking 


time, the former being run in 9 4-45 seconds 
and the latter in 22 1-5 seconds. The time 
for the 100-yard dash has probably never 
been eclipsed by college athletes, the near- 
est to it being the time made by Johnson 
at the university hast Wednesday, who ran 
it in 10 seconds. The previous college rec- 
ord here was 10 1-5 seconds, made by Cox 
last year. The 2%-yard dash was won by 
Nixon last year in 22 1-5 seconds. 

Erwin leg the successful contestants, win- 
ning five events and prizes. Two of the 
best runners in school, Nixon and Clark, 
had sustained injuries in practice which 


prevented them entering the contests, and 
Heinz was out of condition. 
Henry Heinz, of Atlanta, who is one 


of the best athletes in school, would have 
Very probably won the running broad jump 
but for an unlucky start. In springing for 
the jump he rose from the ground a full 
foot behind the mark and would have un- 
doubtedly gone over twenty feet if he had 
Jumped from the line. The jump was won 
by Erwin at 19 feet 7 inches, the previous 
record being 18 feet 9 inches.

The Country Weeklies. 

Dr. George Hepworth, of The New 
York Herald, who hag beea investigat- 
ing the lynching question in the south, 
has been very much struck with the 
power and influence of the country ed- 
itor in Georgia. ‘There seems to be a 
paper at every point where there can 
be an excuse for its existence,” says Dr. 
Hepworth. “The editor is the main man 
at public functions. He is the chief 
mourner at all funerals, the happiest 
man at all weddings, and the proud- 
est man, next to the father, at all christ- 
enings. He is really a wonderful crea- 
tion.”’ 

All this is true in a larger sense 
in Georgia than Dr. Hepworth has indi- 
cated in his genial summing up. There 
is probably not a state in the union 
where the country editor has greater in- 
fluence. or where the ccuntry weekly 
bas achieved a larger degree of prosper- 
ity in proportion to population. lor 
Many years there has been a sort of 
competition among Georgia weeklies in 
regard to the character and extent of 
their local and county news gervice. 
This, in turn, has aroused friendly ri- 
Valry among neighborhoods sm settle- 


ments, and the result has been to mike | 


the county paper a sort of domestic in- 
stitution, an indispensable member of 
the family circle. 

The editor and his county correspon- 
dents are friends and acquaintances of 
their subscribers, so that the country 
weekly is in the truest and hiehest sense 
@ family newspaper. The editor comes 
in contact with the majority of his sub- 
scribers, and is never at a loss to know 
what the public opinion of his county is 
On any question of importance—being 
more fortunate in that respect than the 
editor of the city daily. 

Nevertheless, this knowledge does not 
prevent the country editor from follow- 
ing his own convictions. He is apt, in- 
deed, to agree with the publie opinion 
of his county, for the conclusions of 
@ rural population are alwavs founded 
on reason, common sense and a stern 
desire to see justice done; but should 
his own convictions not lie parallel 


_ _ to those of his subscribers, the country 
— editor is free to advocate them with 
b prgnments and illustrations as he 
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In that respect he is both 
fearless and tndependent. He knows 
that his views wil] receive a fair and pa- 
tient hearing, and is assured that his 
independence will involve no loss of pa- 
tronage.

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A New York Mystery. 

One would suppose that the metropoli- 
tan reporters were capable of making 
the most of each passing event.

Instead 
of doing this, the young man rushed at 
the footpad, thrust the revolver to one 
side and at the same time brought his 
bludgeon down upon the man’s head 
with such force that the fellow rolled in- 
to the gutter unconscious.

Thence arose the inquiry, “Who 
struck Billy Patterson?” 

Billy moved north and his daughter 
Betsy, one of the most remarkable wo- 
men of her time, married a Bonaparte 
and insisted on recognition at the 
French court.

There is all-sorts of trouble at hand 
for the Ohio republicans, and ail on ac- 
count of Jones. 

Probability of an Extra Session. 

It is probable that President McKin- 
ley will reach no decision in the matter 
of an extra session for some months 
yet, but indications point to the proba- 
bility of congress being called together 
early in October. 

Ordinarily, there would be no session 
before the first week in December; but 
there is so much for this congress to do 
that many of the republican leaders are 
urging the president to call an extra ses- 
sion to begin early in October, thus add- 
ing two months to the legislative cal- 
endar. 

Under the most ordinary circum- 
stances, the coming session would have 
much work to do, for it is always so at 
the long session. In addition, how- 
ever, to all the usual routine business, 
congress will be faced this winter by 
some of the gravest problems in the 
country’s history. 

The whole question of the disposition 
of Cuba, Porto Rico and the Philippines 
ought to be disposed of by this congress. 
With peace in Porto Rico and Cuba, and 
the practical certainty of peace in the 
Philippines, there will be no excuse for 
the administration withholding from 
congress the consideration of the ques- 
tion of future government and disposi- 
tion of these outlying islands. Indeed, 
there is no probability of the president 
seeking to assume any of the responsi- 
bility that properly belongs to congress; 
he began his administration by laying 
down the proposition that he was not 
afraid to have congress on his hands, 
and he has always shown a tendency to 
insist that congress must assume itg full 
share of the duty of government. 

With all these new problems to be 
met, congress wil] indeed have a busy 
and important session, and to be able 
to begin work in October would mean a 
gain of just two months.

THE PASSING THRONG. 


It would have taken half a dozen indus- 
trious reporters working double time to 
have kept up with the many rumored cap- 
tures of the negro Sam Holt. For obvious 
reasons but ttle space in the papers was 
devoted to these captures. And in conse- 
quence the public lost one of the most 
granhic parts of the story. 

Paradoxical as the statemenf mav seem, 
thorea the ridienlonus 
strangely interwoven with the tragic which 
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wroge an alnrmont nf 


was last sight ef in the heat : As t= 
ment of the determined pursuit. Not until 
the final capture and burning of the ngro 
d'd these stories begin to reach the surface. 

One thing that was clearly aemonstrated 
by the many captures of negroes was the 
utter unrellability of c!rcumstantial evi- 
dence. It will be remembered that on the 
day following the crime a minute descrip- 
tion of Holt was printed in The Constitu- 
tion and other papers. Among other minor 
details the description called attention to 
a sinrular defect of the teeth and a pecul- 
iar, nervous twitching of the neck. These 
two details were ever foremost in the minds 
of the public, and the moment a suspect 
was found to possess neither peculiarity he 
was turned aloose. Strange to say, howev- 
er, of the many suspicious negroes cap- 
tured several had these self-same peculiar- 
ities in-a more or less varying degree, 

When excitement was at its highest pitch 
and clews were thickest, John Skipper, the 
town marshal of College Park, decided that 
the capture of Sam Holt was foreordained 
for him. The official duties of town mar- 
shal of College Park are by no means en- 
grossing or onerous, and at the particular 
time of the Cranford tragedy time hung 
idly on the hands of John Skipper. So vol- 
untarily he resigned his position tempora- 
rily, and joined in the chase. The latter 
phrase searcely describes Mr. Skipper’s 
participation in the pursuit, for he went 
forth alone single handed and left the pro- 
miscuous scouting to the organized squads. 

Skipper, in his way, is a character. Af- 
ter being gone just exactly two days he re- 
turned to College Park with a negro who 
answered the description of Holt even to 
the peculiar details already mentioned. The 
suspect was landed in the baggage room 
of the station about 12 o’clock at night, and 
John Skipper quickly enconsed himself in 
a chair in the operator's room and was soon 
dreaming of what he should do with the 
$500 reward when it had been paid over to 
him. In less time than it takes to tell the 
tale, the news of the capture was flashed 
over the wire and anxious messages were 
being received from all parts of the state. 

Next morning at daybreak Skipper 
awoke, assured himself that his capture 
was safe and then submitted to the process 
of an interview at the hands of two news- 
paper men who had heard of the capture. 
Yer see,’’ said Skipper, ‘‘I decided that 
it wasn’t no use of my jining a crowd and 
huntin’ this nigger. For, in case, sez I to 
myself, a nigger that had committed a 
crime like that was goin’ to fight powerful 
shy of crowds. So I went it alone, and here 
I am with the nigger safe and sound; en 
I've only been gone two days!" 

The newspaper men inspected the negro, 
and sure enough he answered the descrip- 
tion in very particular. 

“How did you manage to catch him?’ 
was asked. 

“Well, when I give up my job here, I 
sorter disguised myself like. I cut the brass 
buttons off my coat, got my two hounds 
and started down ter Cusseta on the train. 
Now, I just had a notion that this Sam 
Hiolt was goin’ to head fer that direction— 
dunno why, just sort of a premonition like. 
Well, when I got as far as Chehaw I sta- 
tioned myself on the back platform and be- 
gun to keep my eye peeled fer stray nig- 
gers that answered the description. 
three miles from Chehaw I saw this nig- 
ger come er lopin’ through the woods. 
Something tole me that it was Sam Holt, 
and I reached up and grabbed the belleord. 
The train stopped and I got off. The nig- 
ger started to run, but I halted him, waited 
for the next train, and here he js!’’ 

During this narration the negro was seat- 
ed unconsciously in the corner of the bag- 
gage room, apparently utterly oblivious of 
what was golng on. 

Later a party from Palmetto cameup to 
identify him. After a close scrutiny he was 
pronounced the wrong man. 

‘“‘Not the man!’’ exclaimed the astute Mr. 
Skipper in terms of contempt. “Do you 
mean to tell me that ain't Sam Holt? Why,

Atlanta was the guest of The Constitution 


yesterday. And fully 7,500 interested spec- 


tators visited The Constitution building 
during the day and swarmed over the 
building from the pressroom in the base- 
ment, where the giant twin presses were 
thundering and roaring in the work of 


printing the weekly edition of 160,000 pa- 
pers, to the editorial sanctum on the top 
floor. 

From 9 o'clock in the morning until] late 
at night the visitors poured in in one con- 
tinual stream. Never before in the history 
of Atlanta has a crowd visited a 
newspaper establishment. The throng of 
yisitors was as picturesque as it was varied. 
All classes and conditions were represented. 
The prosperous business man, who would 
as soon think of going without his coffee 
and rolls in the morning as being deprived 
of his copy of The Constitution fresh and 
damp from the press, who, in the struggle 
for social supremacy, has not thought to 
inquire into the minor workings that make 
this paper possible; the schoolgirl, fresh 
and dainty and corresponding by inquisitive, 
the farmer from the rural] districts, whose 
eyes opened in amazement at the varied 
sights he saw; the professional man ijn all 
the walks of professionalism—these and 
others too numerous to mention were all 
Interested spectators of the multitudious 
and intricate details that enter into the 
making of a great daily newspaper. 

What Prcmpted the “At Home.” 

The occasion was the inauguration—the 
christening as it were—of The Constitu- 
tion’s new pressroom, which has just been 
installed with a new Hoe press costing 
$5,00—a giant twin to the press that has 
been in operation for some time. 

The ordinary newspaper reader has but 
the vaguest of vague ideas concerning the 
Manner in which a paper is made. Some 
of them have personal acquaintances in the 
Profession of newspaperdom; many are fa- 
mMmiliar with the sight of the industrious re- 
Porter busily scribbling away at

conven- 
tions aNfl trtals or rushing madly through 
the streets in the keen pursuit of news: 
Others have passed by The Constitution 
Office during the early hours of morning 
and heard the steady pinkety-pink of the 
linotype machines or the deafening roar of 
the presses in the basement. But this cur- 
sory acquaintance with the craft was next 
to no knowledge at all. 

With this in mind, and knowing that a 
Practical demonstration is 


ten times as 
instructive as a printed explanation, The 
Constitution, on the occasion of the in- 


auguration of its new pressrooms, decided 
t give an ‘“‘At Home'’to its thousands 
of readers that they might see for them- 
selves the many interesting sights which 
are foreign to all but members of the 
hewspaper fraternity. A few special invi- 
tations were sent out to educational in- 
Stitutions and a general invitation which 
embodied everyone was extended. 
Crowds Visit the Building. 
As early as £ o'clock in the morning 
the visitors began to arrive. At first they 


10 o'clock the streams were end- 
less and large. 

The visitors first went to the pressroom 
in the basement, wnere the insatiate maw 
of the giant twin presses was being fed 
750 feet of paper a minute and was roar- 
ing in its greed for more. They watched 
the virgin white strips rapidly whirl past 
the cylinders and in an incredibly short 
space of time reappear in the shape of 
printed, pasted and folded papers ready 
to go to the mailing room. And as they 
watched the almost human intelligence 
of the roaring monster their surprise grew 
apace. 

The intricate details of the pressroom 


explained, the crowds next visit- 
ed the milling room, where the 
‘printed, pasted and folded copies of The 
Weekly Constitution were being rapidly 
stamped and made ready for the mail 
sacks of Uncle Sam, whose messengers

Of these departments the linotype ma- 
chines created an interest next to that 
evoked by the presses. Never in the his- 
tory of The Constitution has such an ani- 
mated throng overrun the “shop.’’ The 
linctype machine is as nearly endowed 
with human intelligence as is possible for 
any of the multitudineus machinations of 
man. The deft fingered operator sits at a 
keyboard that resembles a typewriter. Be- 
fore him is a sheet of “copy,’’ which his 
trained eye glances at hurriedly as his fin- 
gers fly over the keyboard. Each key that 
is touched finds a responsive chord in the 
body of the machine, which produces the 
matrix of the letter wanted. These letters, 
and the spaces in their proper places, fall 
into line as if by magic. When the line of 
matrices is complete the line of type, from 
which the machine gets its name, is cast 
from molten metal and falls into the proper

had but the vaguest idea of what they real- 
ly did or what their functions were. But 
the practical demonstration made it all per-

After the meeting at the Grand, the Capi- 
tal City Club will open its doors to the 
visitors, and a reception wiil be held.

Three exhibits have been prepared at the 
headquarters at the Kimball. These show 
every new thing in library work, from the 
heaviest. shelving to the latest idea of 
the young lady from Oshkosh, who has 
found a convenient way to preserve news- 
paper clippngs. One of the most inter- 
esting of the exhibits is the New York 
traveling library. It consists of a stout 
box, with a capacity for book-hading that 
is wonderful. This case is sent by the 
state into the rural districts, and when 
its contents have been perused to the con- 
tentment of the neighbors, it is sent on to 
the next town, and a new box takes its 
place. Wisconsin has a similar scheme on 
a smaller scale. 

The Pratt library, of Brooklyn, sends a 
series of pictures that are intended to show 
what may be done to make the children’s 
department of a library a success.

No More Patients Will Be Brought Here 
for Treatment, 


MEDICAL SUPPLY DEPOT 10 SUSPEND 


The Abandonment of Both the McPher- 
son Hospital and the Medical Sup- 
ply Depot Are Incidents Re- 
sulting from the Close 
of the War. 


Fort McPherson will be abandoned as a 
hospital location. | 

The medical supply depot, now located in 
this city, wil] be permanently abandoned. 

These changes will take place gradually, 
but the effect will be the same, and In the 
Course of a few months there will be no pa- 
tients at Fort McPherson except those from 
the regiment the post; there 
will be no médical supply depot here and 
the supplies for the McPherson hospital 
will be sent here from Savannah. 

These changes have been In contempla- 
tion for some time and of late the medical 
department of the army has made several 
Investigations of the matter. It was at first 
proposed to retain the hospital at Fort Mc- 
Pherson for those patients who were crowd- 
ea out of the surrounding 
cities. It was should

It has now been ascertained that tne de 


partment has not as many patients on a np

as was anticipated. The health of 
soldiers in Cuba is much better than it was 
supposed it would be and there is no likeii- 
hood that the hospitals in neighboring 
cities will become overcrowded. 

For this reason there is no longer any 
need of the United States general hospital 
at Fort McPherson. There are & number 
of new hospital buildings at the post, how- 
ever, and the main building is amply large 
to agcommodate a large number of patients 
should something unforeseen increase the 
number of patients in this section. 

The abandoning of the general hospital 
at Fort McPherson is merely an incident 
of the service resulting from the close of 
the war. The climate and location here 
have both been highly satisfactory to the 
medical experts in the army, but the post 
is so far removed from tne piaces for land 
ing the soldiers that the medical depart- 
ment believes it unwise to bring the pa- 
tients here afier their landing upon Ameri- 


can soll. 

Fort McPherson was made a hospital @: 
the outbreak of the Spanish-Americun wat. 
Fifth regiment Was 
stationed there. The location has proven 
splendid. Major Blair D. Taylor and his 
Corps of surgeons have done excellent ser- 
Vice during the war; the hospital corps men 
and the trained nurses have worked: hard 
and been complimented several times by the 
medical department officials. But now the 
war is over and Fort McPherson becomes 
What it was before the war was declared—a 
military garrison. 

The conditions are much the same with 
the medical supply depot. Fort McPherso: 
being abandoned there is. no longer any 
n@éed for a medical supply depot at this 
Point, as the one at Savannah will be ade- 
Quate to the demands or the hospitals in 
this section. A number of men employed 
fn the depot here will be thrown out of em- 
ployment, which is another incident of. the 
service occasioned by the close of the war. 

Colonel Charles R. Greenleaf, assistant 
surgeon general, is in the city for the pur- 
pose of making arrangements for tne 
abandoning of Fort McPherson hospital 
and of the medical supply depot. He is 
merely making arrangements and it need 
not be expected that he will take sudden 
action in the case of either the hospital or 
the depot. It may be that the patients now 
at the hospital will be allowed to remain 
here, the hospital force being cut down as 
the patients are discharged and the hospital 
Suspending operations when the patients 
are all convalescent. 

Cofonel Greenleaf is the guest of Lieuten- 
ant Colone] Peter J. A. Cleary, chief sur- 
Econ of the department of the gulf, on 

eachtree street. Colonel Greenleaf will] 
probably remain in the city until tonight or 
tomorrow morning, when he goes to Savan- 
nah for the purpose of inspecting the gen- 
eral hospital there and to inquire into the 
sanitary condition of patients arriving there 
ftom Cuba.

These will be a vice president and a treas- 
urer. The office of treasurer is one of the 
most important to be filled and it is prob- 
able that several names will be nominated 
for this responsible position. 

One name has already been suggested, 
that of Darwin Jones, who was nominated 
by F. J. Paxon, at the initial session of 
the board held in the city hall Friday af- 
ternoon, and it is expected that the election 
will be an interesting one. 

This will probably be the first matter to 
come up tor consideration at the meeting 
this afternoon and as soon as settled the 
members of the board will then consider the 
other recommendations of the committee. 

There will be many matters of vital im- 
portance to the library to come u before the 
trustees to be acted upon, butt it is possible 
that but few of these will claim the at- 
tention of the board today, as the prime 
object of-the meeting will be the thorough 
organization of the board for future busi- 
ness.

FEEBLE RALLIES OCCURRED 


They Brought Out Further Sales, Leav- 
ing the Market Weak at About 
the Lowest. 


New York, May 8.—Liquidation was quite 
genera) in the stock market and material 
ueclines prevalled. There wags no news 
which was of any importance and disap- 
pointment at the bad showing of the bank 
statement on Saturday seemed to color 
Speculative sentiment. Sterling exchange 
was about sleady and money decidediy 
easier. Such rallies as took place were 
feeble, and in each instance brought out 
further sales, leaving the tmarket at the 
end weak at about the lowest for the rail- 
Wwuys, although some of the specialties 1n 
the late selling movement retained part of 
the advantage derived on an afternoon 
rally. Arbitrage brokers purchased some 
20,0v0 shares during the forenoon’s Weak- 
ness. ‘he market continued feverish, prac- 
tically all day, There was forced liquida- 
tion of marginal account by commission 
houses. Some important interests let go 
stocks on the assumption that rather large 
responsibilities have been taken by certain 
underwriting syndicates. The talk of the 
formation of a new steel “‘tryst’’ with a 
tremendous capitalization cuused unea- 
siness in some quarters, resulting In de- 
clines of over 3 points in Iederal Steel 
shares and over 2 in American Steel and 
Wire. The Flower stocks were sold for 
both western and local account, Brooklyn 
Rapid Transit losing 8%; People’s Gas 0%, 
and Atchison preferred 1%. The tenor of 
the crop advices was conflicting, but the 
grangers receded smartly. Bufilington Jos- 
ing over 2 points and St. Paul and North- 
West about one-half as much. Among the 
coalers, Delaware and Tiudson and Jersey 
Central were down over a point each. New 
York Central suffered a loss of 2%, in con- 
nection with its unfavorable showing for 
April, compared with last year, although 
this is partly explainable by the earlier 
date at which navigation opened last year.

In her girlish innocence, waving a tiny ban- 
ner of exultation, she had little comprehen- 
Sion of the tremendous import of that fear- 
ful crash of shot and shell as she witnessed 
its mad flight from the battery at Charles- 
ton and saw the proud banner which her 
ancestry had defended with their ‘lives and 
Sacred honor,’ reel from its imperial pen- 
nant and float no more. It did not go 
down in disgrace. Its manly defenders had 
yielded only to ‘foes worthy of their steel,’ 
and were accorded the honor of war. Ameri- 
Cans had surrendered to Americans, and 
its stands on the pages of history as a 
chivalrous fllustration of American charac- 
ter, which later events continue to empha- 
Size and point the world to the invincibility 
of this people. 

“The twelve-year-old girl of 1861, now at 
Charleston, little dreamea that in a third 
of a century later she would lead by the 
hand a granddaughter of the distinguished 
general who silenced Fort Sumter tg the 
ldentical spot from which she witnessed 
that tragic event.
